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Exemplifying Their Ideals 


A British warship picked up 37 sailors 
and six passengers of a Norwegian vessel, 
who had been floating about the North 
Sea in open boats for 17 hours, Their ship 
had been torpedoed by a Nazi submarine, 
with the usual callous disregard for those 
aboard, and equal disregard for the pro- 
visions of maritime law which require that 
the crew and passengers of a merchant 
vessel shall be placed in safety before 
their ship is sunk. 

Germany's masters thus continue to 
show neutral nations what kind of a world 
they will have to live in if the Nazis win 
the war. That the neutrals are taking the 
lesson to heart must be plain even to Ber- 
lin. Outside Russia and Italy and Japan, 
Germany hasn’t a friend among the na- 
tions, Those which lie within reach of 
its armed forces have mobilized their 
armies, from the Low Countries to Scan- 
dinavia and the Balkans, and mobilized 
them along the borders nearest to Ger- 
many. They are neutral only because 
they are not strong enough to be defiant. 
Once the fortunes of war turn definitely 
against the Reich, they will almost cer- 
tainly take the field en mass to make cer- 
tain that the power they fear shall be de- 
stroyed. 

Those Norwegian sailors and their pas- 
sengers, tossing in open boats on the cold 
waters of the North Sea, symbolize Nazi 
ideals and the “new order” of tyranny 
that is to be imposed upon the world if 
those ideals can be established as the code 
of international relations. The spectacle 
illustrates as well the methods which have 
driven every free people on earth into 
latent hostility to Germany, hostility that 
will no longer be latent when it becomes 
safe to translate smouldering hatred into 
action, 


Borrowing Made The Difference 


Edmonton taxpayers must have noted 
with interest figures which were placed 
before the city council showing why a 
52 mill tax rate is the best that can be 
hoped for here while in Calgary a 45 mill 
rate only is required. 

Edmonton's general debenture debt is 
in excess of $20,000,000, while Calgary's 
general debt is not much more than one- 
tenth of the amount. Hence Edmonton 
property-owners must pay 7 mills more on 
the dollar of assessed value, despite the 
fact that taxes in this city are lightened 
by net utility earnings of more than a mil- 
lion dollars per year while Calgary utili- 
ties turn over less than a tenth of this sum 
into general revenue. 

Edmonton, it is said, could get along 
with a 30-mill tax rate if its general debt 
were no larger than that of the southern 
city. To a great degree Edmonton's larg- 
er debt is due to the fact that it is a less 
compact city, That it is a younger city 
may also account for part of the spread; 
Calgary started the job of providing itself 
with city conveniences several years ear- 
lier, But the conclusion is plain that if 
Edmonton had stuck more closely to the 
pay-as-you-go policy its tax rate would 
now be no higher than that of its contem- 
porary and probably much lower. 

There is no profit now in worrying 
about what might have been. What has 
been done cannot be undone, But if Ed- 


monton taxpayers needed any warning 
against a resumption of the policy of 
“capitalizing” municipal improvements, 


instead of paying for them 
surely supply it. 

Of necessity all civic improvements are 
now being met out of current revenue. The 
results achieved in two years stand as 
proof that this method is entirely practic- 
able. The figures put before council serve 
to show what a tremendous saving of tax- 
payer money can be thus effected over a 
term of years. If Edmonton's debt were 
no larger than that of Calgary, council 
could——-by adding 10 mills to the tax rate 
—carry through a construction program 
in any year amounting to more than 
$600,000—and still the tax rate would be 
not more than 40 mills on the dollar,

Berlin Takes A Hand 


Berlin it seems now wants to blame the 
war on the United States, having tried to 
blame it on Britain and France and failed. 
A Nazi “white hook” has been issued, 
containing copies of documents said to

tured. When the publication was shown 
to the assembled representatives of United 
States press services at Berlin they “‘look- 
ed askance at the evidence and were 
skeptical as to its authenticity’; know- 
ing the’ inventive talent of Herr Hitler's 
propaganda staff. 

The contents, according to press des- 
patches, consist of reports made by Polish 
ambassadors at Washington, London and 
Paris, in which they gave their “impres- 
sions” of what the United States ambas- 
sadors at London and Paris thought about 
the situation in Europe a year ago last 
January—and drew their own conclusions 
as to what Mr. Roosevelt thought. The 
substance of these third or fourth hand 
impressions is that the President mis- 
trusted the Fuehrer, and thought Britain 
and France would fall into a trap if they 
made a deal with him. 

Why the compilers went to so much 
trouble to build up this highly complimen- 
tary allegation is obscure. They could 
have made the point much easier and more 
directly and more convincingly by quot- 
ing the unanswered notes the President 
sent to the Fuehrer last summer. Those 
notes made abundantly clear to everyone 
outside Berlin what Mr. Roosevelt thought 
about the aims and the trustworthiness 
of Herr Hitler; and that on both points he 
was in substantial agreement with every 
other intelligent being who knew the 
Hitler record of mendacity and could view 
his manoeuvres free from prejudice. 


Where the ‘white book” thesis falls 
down is that it does not show that it was 
President Roosevelt who plotted the des- 
truction of Czechoslovakia and launched 
the attack on Poland. Until that can be 
established, the blame for starting the war 
will rest where facts and the judgment 
of mankind have placed it. 


What the “white book” really discloses 
is that Berlin plans to take a hand in the 
presidential elections in the United States, 
with a view to killing Mr. Roosevelt's 
chances for a third term. It is likely to 
succeed about as Nazi finesse usually does 
succeed. When the people of the United 
States have digested this attempt to 
meddle in their political affairs they are 
likely to insist that Mr. Roosevelt accept 
a third term whether he wants to or not. 

The taxpayers will undoubtedly ap- 
prove the decision of the city council to 
spend $5,500 in the purchase of radio 
equipment for police cars and motor- 
cycles. In far-flung Edmonton the police 
force must make up in mobility what it 
lacks in numbers if there is to be proper 
protection of persons and property. Radio 
equipment by which police cars and 
motorcycles will be kept in constant com- 
munication with headquarters will help 
to that end.

Every liberty which we enjoy today is made 
possible and is maintained for us by the British 
Navy.

Spring to Poland 

For the first time in many years the people 
of Poland look upon the advent of spring with 
feelings of apprehension. The thought of the 
thaw evokes no welcoming response !n their 
hearts. 

The reason is that Poland is stil! suffering 
from the sledge-hammer blows of the wicked 
Nazi war machine. Not only were buildings 
smashed by bombs, not only was general econo- 
mic life severely crippled, but important social 
services were also ruthlessly swept out of exist- 
ence. Medical supplies were depleted, health 
equipment was damaged, sanitary apparatus was 
blasted to bits, This damage was bad enough. 
On top of it is the general lowering of living 
standards and consequent lowering of disease 
resistance. 

And now comes the pay-off. Spring and 
thaws and the release of germ-laden surface 
waters which may spread contagions far and 
wide. If by some black misfortune an epidemic 
(cholera, typhoid, bubonic plague) should break 
out in the Nazi-destroyed areas of Poland, it 
‘would sweep across that unfortunate area like a 
prairie fire and make inroads into neighboring 
countries of the most frightful kind. 

No wonder Poles view the advent of spring 
with apprehension; no wonder Nazi health offi- 
cials are belatedly taking steps to prevent an 
outbreak of disease in their crudely looted Polish 
territory. The next month or six weeks may tell 
a grim story—Winnipeg Free Press.

Those who know it not are neither 
reliable friends nor trustable citi- 
zens. And in loyalty to one’s prin- 
ciples there can never be conflict 
with lesser loyalties
